They carried an aggregate of 1,066 in crews 
and 89 cabin and 235 steerage passengers.

BAT A VI A — Status ol Cholera. 

Consul Kairden reports, June 13 and 2Q: 

There was an increase of cholera in this district during the week 
ended June 11, and on June 18 Batavia was officially declared 
infected with cholera. Cholera has appeared in the eastern part of 
Java, with about 5 cases daily among natives.
